The leading Republican 
papers are greatly rejoiced over the decision ofthe 
court, and claim that the Scott law is a fins] settlement 
of the vexed question, taking it out of the politics of 
the state. The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette is greatly 
pleased with this triumph of temperance legislation, 
and the chief source of its joy appears to be in'tve fact 
that the saloon-keepers are well satisfied with the law. 
Tois brings up on a small ecale a remembrance of. the 
famous “final settlemenv” of the slavery question by the 
passage of the so called compromise measures in’ 1350, 
That measure, which included “the fugitive slave law,” 
and the virtual abrogation of the*Missouri compromise,”

CHRIST OUR MASTER. 


Jesus declared that he was sent by God to do a work, 
and that he had finished it) He never expressed a 
dcubt.as to the truth of what ha uttered. He declared 
he had the power of giving rest and peace to every 
weary scul who should come to bim. He saw and said 
that he was the irue Christ, King of the world, who 
should draw all men unto-himeelf. This wonderful 
claim, this conviction, plicee bim at an immenss-dis- 
tance from almost all other teachers. But Jesus says 


comparatively nothiag abowt hie commission teing 


authenticated by bis miracles. The gospels which re- 
cord his wonder‘ul works record also his own declara- 
tion that only a wicked generation a:ks for such signs. 
He bimeeif seems to deny their power to conviace the 
wcredulous when he ssys-tHat “if they hear not Moses 
and the prophets, they wilt not be persuaded though 
One should rise irom the dead.” 

When Nicodemus came.to him and profersed to 
believe in him as “a teacher come from God, because 
no man could do such miracles unless G:d were with 
him,” Jesus, iostead of expressing eatiefaction at this 
confession of faitb, virtually tells Nicodemus that he 
must change his poirt-of -view altogether befure he can 
ever see what the kingdom of God really is. No, the 
kingdom of God does nef come by observation. No 
one believes Christianity because he first believes the 
miracles ; but we believe the miracles because we first 
believe Christianity. 

If Coristianity should seem to us an unrezsonable, 
cruel and improbable aystem, we should not believe it 
beeanse of miraculous works recorded of it in the gos- 
pele, But because Christ himself seems to be euch a 
divine master, such a wonderful being, so far above 
and before all other men who bave ever walked the 
earth, it is easy to believe that he possessed extraordi- 
nary and wonderful powers over the natural world. 
These were not necessarily violations of law; they were 
not breaches in the grand order of creation. They be- 
longed to some higher system of laws, not yet under- 
stood, but which may ssms day be seen in accordance 
with all other laws. 

The authority of Jesus is not official, but personal; 
not arbitrary, but real, He governs bumaa souls and 
spirits because he has the words: f everlasting life; ke 
cause never man spike like this man; because he meets 
the needs of the mind and heart; because no oue comes 
to God asa Father but by him; because by him «all 
things are created in the spiritual world; because ali 
the principalities which preside over moral progress; 
faith in things unseen, hope for a better day; love gen- 
erous, self-sacrificing, divine; all'the best and noblest 
purposes of the humen race are rooted in his thought 
and his life. The great prophets and martyrs of the 
world since his day look to Jesus as the author and fia- 
isher of their faith, Tais is his authority, to be a psr- 
petual fountain of these living waters, which make the 
highest life of the world, 

Jesus is our Master bacaus@Qe gives us, not specula- 
tion, but knowledge. His truth becomes a part of our 
religious experience, and thus we know in whom we have 
believed. All the argumentsin all the books of evi- 
dence do not so convince us of the truth as itis in 
Jesus as the fact that he brings us to God, enables us to 
ree the, face of our heavenly Father, gives us a senee of 
his forgiving love, abolishes death, and brings light and 
immortality to light, It is in this deep, vast, living ex- 
perience that the fai:h of Christendom rests. This is 
the great miracle, not merely done two thousand years 
ago, but reaewed around us today, whenever a hard 
heart is softeaed, a sinner brought to repentance, a soul 
liited up to God in childlike prayer, and a sense of the 
divine tenderness poured into the heart, Only when 
we are thus born again into a. new atmosphere of heay- 
enly Idve do we really see the kingdom of God. When 
we have onoé reached this personal experience of in- 
ward religion we can know in whom we have believed; 
Then how gladly we say to Jesus, “My Master!”

Bat, it may be said, suppose we find some teaching 
attributed to Christ in the Nsw Testament which does 
not seem in harmony with our reason or conscience, 
what shall we do about this? We must do what every 
0 1e doer, no matter what theory he holds of the author- 
ity of Christ. The law of the human mind makes it 
impossible for us to believe a contradiction.. Waen 
our Master gives statements which seem to contradict 
what we already believe, we are obliged to wait and sus- 
pend our jadgment till the apparent contradiction is 
removed. Jess says, “If any man come to me, aud 
hate not his father and mother, and wile and children, 
and brethren and sisters, yea, and his. own life alap, be 
can not be my disciple.” Byt the Christian world caa 
not accept this statement in the natural and obvious 
sense, because it contradicts our belief that we onght 
to love our father and mother, and be careful of our 
life. Jesus says of the bread and wine of the sacra- 
ment, “This is my body, this is my blood.” The Prot- 
estant world refuses to take the natural sense of this 
passage, because it contradicts its reason and judgment. 
We are obliged in all such cases to find an explanation 
in harmony with our other beliels. 

The authority of Jesus, then,-is the vast preposses- 
sion which the world has in the truth of his teaching, 
and the divine wiedom of his words, a prepossession 
limited only by the laws of the mind itsell. This au- 
thority is not arbitrary, but reasonable; it asks of us not 
to say we believe when we do not, but to be candid, 
docile, teachable, lovers of the truth. Jt desires life, 
not profession! not to say, Lord, Lord! but to do the 
will of the Father in heaven. When the dieciplea could 
not understand Christ’s wordé he illustrated them by 
simple stories. Henever dogmatized. He asked them 
to judge for themselves what was right. Therefore is it 
that the world sits at his feet and hears his words, and 
this he tells us is the one thing needful. 

When we are able to say to Jesus, “My Master,” thers 
comes a great j»y and peace into the soul. Then he 
goes before us, and we follow him, for we know his 
voice, We know the dear familiar voice which taught 
our infancy to say, ‘Our Father;” which warned our 
youth to watch and pray against temptation; which 
made life serious yet joyfal to our manbood and wom- 
anhood; which gave us rest and peace in the hours of 
weariness, comfort in our sorrow, light in our dark- 
neces, hope in our despair. This heavenly brother has 
brought dewn heaven t» earth, has filled oar life with 
sunshine, and bas led us to his Father and our Father, 
to his God and our God,—J. Freeman Clarke, in Ohris- 
tian Life.

~--~-grael- in Egypt were an oppreesed people. Their 
deliverance from bondage, under the leadership of 
__ Moses, was a remarkable epoch in their history. Their 
forty years’ journey through the wilderness developed 
their‘real character. Because of unbelief and disobedi- 
ence, nearly all of them died in the wilderness-who 
went out of Egypt with Moses. When in sight of 
Canaan—the promised land—Moees, their leader, teach- 
er,and lawgiver, died, and was buried in the land of 
Moab, and Joshua was appointed his successor. (Josh. 
1: 1-3.) The river Jordan lay between the camp of 
Israel and the promised land. This Jordan had to be 
crossed. To the unbelieving man it seemed an impos- 
sibility; but Joshua’s faith took hold of God, and ke 
commanded “the people to sanctify themselves” and 
get ready to pass over to the other side of the river. 
They were soon to be brought face to face with the 
king end people of Jericho. When all necessary ar- 
rangements were made, God interposed, and divided 
the waters of the Jordan, and the whole people passed 
over in “good order.” When the kings learned that the 
people of Israel bad entered Canaan the'r courage 
failed them. ‘Joshua 5: 1) Before engaging the 
enemy the Israelites “kept the passover”’ for the third 
time in their bistory—firs', in Egypt (Ex. 12); second 
at Mt. Sinai (Num. 9:4); and now, for the third time. 
in Gilgal. When they en‘ered Canaan the “manna,” 
on which they had eubsisted for so long a time ia the 
wilderness, ceased to fall, and they began to “eat the old 
coro of the land.” A special miracle was no longer 
needed to provide food for this people ; they were now 
so situated that they could provide tood for themselves. 
God never does for man what he can do for himself. 

As the time had about arrived when Israel was to 
move upon Jericho, Joshua, to his great surpriee, saw 
“a man with a drawn sword in his hand.” Whetber it 
was a friend or foe he could not tell; nor did he know 
whence he came, or the obj:ct of his mission. Joshua 
wished to know if he was well disposed toward Israel, 
and proceeded at once to have that question eet'led. 
* ‘When the question was asked, “Art thou for ua, or for 
Our adversaries?” his answer was, “As captain of the 
“Most ‘of the Lord am I now come.” Whether Joshua 

_ regarded thie stranger as an angel from heaven, or as 

, the Son of God in human form, we are not told. This

“SS eonipars the Gity ones & day for six days,” and to 
“ Sconipiine it seven ‘times ‘ch the séventh day.” They

of Jericho probably “regarded the movement on the 
part of Tsraél‘as weak and harmless.

Our lesson shows us the necessity of having a com- 
petent leader at the head of a great movement. Great 
men are needed for great occasions: Moses had done 
@ great work, and God called him to his reward. When 
he was taken away his mantle fell on Joshuk, whom 
God selected to finish the work that Moses commenced. 
He was one of the three “spies” who contended that 
they were able to“goup and possess the land.” He 
was a “level beaded” man, and we do not-learn that bie 
faith in God ever wavered, He was a born leader, and 


his every movement showed him to be a man of order. 


His good sense and ardent piety were largely devel- 
oped in the hour of trial: Had he been headstrong, 
unbelieving, or timid, his whole movement would have 
been a failure. His humility, obedience, and faith gave 
bim the victory. 

Our lesson teaches us that the connection between 
faith and works is inseparable. Man is capable of 


-doing and believing, and God holds him responsible for 


the exercise of these powers, Joshua believed aod 
obeyed, and gained the victory. Betieving that God 
was able to give Jericho into his hands would have 
availed nothing if he had failed to obey the Lord. Obe- 
dience does‘not merit Divine favor in the same sence 
that a man merits adollar for five hours’ work; but 
jrined with faith it becomes the condition cn which 
blessings of priceless value are bes'oxed up n the 
needy. “Faith without worke is dead, being alone,” 
and works withvut faith will be equally valueless, God 
hes j ined the two together, and man should not put 
them asunder. 

We learo from our lesson that perseverance in the 
line of faith and obedience will win at last. Eacom- 
passing Jericho once a day for six days was carrying 
out the D.vine command; butif Joshua's faith bad 
failed him here—if he had said, “Tbe walls of the city 
remain firm, and it is no uee to encompass them 
again,” then all bis labor would have been in vain. 
There was one more day’s work for Jushua, and then 
the victory was sure. Iostead of wavering, he said to 
his men, “Take an early start today, and encompass 
the city seven times, as the Lord has commanded.” It 
was done, and then they could “shout,” but not before. 
Toose who would gain the spiritual Canaan must 
persevere in the lice of Christian faith and obedience, 
and at life’s cloee God will give the victory. 

We learn from our lesson that in fighting life’s great 
battles we are to lean on the strong arm of the 
Almighty. It was God’sa promise to Joshua that in 
spired him to attack Jericho with such confidence of 
success. In our Christian work we are to lean on the 
same almighty arm. We can not successfully battle 
with our spiritual foes single handed and alone. If 

we trust in God and obsy him, victory will perch upon 
our banner, “Ged is our san end shield—a very pres- 
ent help in trouble.” The promise of Jesus is, “Lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 

We need more of the spirit of Joshua, to make the 
church victorious at the present day. Faith, obedience, 
aod perseverance will be crowned with success. “Be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown 
of hfe.” Rev. 2:10.

PERSECUTION, 

Much ‘as we may abhor ths bitter persecutions sus- 
tained by the church in the past; mach as the blind 
zeal of the persecuting Paoarisees may be loathed; much 
+8 Nero and Diocle deserving the universal ex: 
eoration of mea for their*uaprecedented tortare of 
Christiane; bitter'xs msy be the righteous batred with 
which we regard the Inquisition with her myriad meth- 
ode of torture, which would require the ingenuity and 
depravity of demons themselves to devise—neverthe- 
less, ever: persecutions have not been without their ben- 
eficial results. 

The most vicious acts ot the depraved, God can make 
to praise biw; and from the’bloody lash of persecution, 


for which its perpetrators will bs judged, have come. 


forth the most active energies which have ever been 
employed in the spreading of the gospel and the evan: 
gelization of the world. There is invariably a ten-fold 


greater strength given toa righteous cause by perse- 


outing it. This ic evident from the history of religion, 








revolution, we bly find tors far more 
devot d to it than those who espouse.it when it has be. 
come popular; and at such time we are almost sure to 


secuted cause; adly, it gi it a Consequent 
additional pore ncn mt .

‘find it battling against'a huge, persecutiog power, for 


no pure religious movement can establish itself in the 
world without. medting persecution; for pure religion 
is aggressive, and when men are condemned there js 
sure to be an uprising among them. Jesus knew that 
his cause’ would meet with such uprising, and he said 
he had come to bring, not peace, but a sword: that 


father would take arms against son, and son against 


father. But atno other time in the history of Chris. 
tianity has there been. a more healthy state of piety 
than at the very time when Uhristians were being per- 
secuted even to the very death. Such was the devotion 
of tho early church to the cause they had espoused that 
earth and earthly things were as nothing tothem. They 
were absorbed in the work of propagating the Chris. 
tian religion. They sold their property, and had all 
things in common. Their religious meetings were fre. 
quent and intensely spiritual, Esch wave of persecu- 
tion that beat against the Ohristian bark only brought 
the invincible and fearless Christian sailors oloscr to 
their respective posts, and caused them to strain every 
nerve to save what was far dearer to them than their 
life. The Acts isan almost contiovous record of a piety 
never before known in the world. 

We follow the church through the centuries, through 
as bitter struggles as could bs made against her bya 
depraved world and an infuriated religious bigotry. 
All religions had conspired to trample under foot the 
new religion. Jews and Romans, Greeks and barbari- 
ans—all united to infl.ct upon it the most sapguinary 
persscutions. Bigotry devoted her attention to the in- 
vention of thé most cruel methods of torture. Dearth 
was not enough to satisfy the heartless monster. She 
was only at ease when her ears were greeted by the 


shrieks of those in the agonies of mst exquisite paio, 


or by the crackling of the maddened fagot at the stake; 
or when her eyes beheld the mutilation of Christians, 
the sawing asunder, the racking, the dismembering, the 
ax, the guillotine, the malevolence of demon sectaries, 
‘and the writhing of tortared innocence. Her nights 
she desired lighted by the ghastly glare. of tarred Chris 
tians burned in the streets of Rome. Yet the devotion 
of the Obristiaus only deepened. They would worship 
God despite all the deaths that stared them in the face 
upoo every hand. 8» far from recanting, they were 
made firmer by every blow they received. 

Bat their godliness of life, aad the sympathy which 
their sufferings excited in those who retained any ves- 
tiges of humanity, were destined eventually to bring 
them to the ascendency. Persecutiog princes and pop- 
ulace were converted, and it soon became the sure way 
to preferment to be a member of the church, It was 
then that the church became polla‘ed with those of im- 
pure motive and life, those whose des'ga in uniting 
with it was to gain favor. Here the advantage of per- 
secution over a state of religious ease is clearly mani- 
fest. Whilé a churct is ostracized and persecuted, it is 
not probable that it will /céntain lothérs than those who 
are memoers from. priaciple, from love for the caus; 
aod these will ever be found pious and devoted. But 


«| When onceit reaches a point at which to belong to it is 
more popular than to persecute it, immediately it is 


found to contain those who are members, not from — 
principle, not from love, but frem policy. So it was 
when, with unparalleled rapidity, the eburch had over: 
apréad the civilized world;and bad penetrated far into 
the countriés of the northern barbarians; and this in 
the face of the most fiery persecutions that the annals 
of. the world record. 

The church came in from her banishment covered 
with glory, laden with the honors of a million triumphs, 
to be courted by princes, and to find the world ready to 
accord to her at least a simulated obsequiousness. The 
eburch was.the fount of power, and ali professed to love 
cher; but it was an admixture of good and bad, and soon 


the bad predominated, | ‘The religious was joined to the 


civil power; men of no religious proclivities becam?® 
ecclesiastical dignitaries; and soon the churok not only 
bore the impress of. humen hands, but was 80 essen: 
tially human as no‘ longer to bear any perceptible 
traces of the work of adivine hand, The papacy is 


aa well as from the very nature of things. For, firat, it. the outgrowth of this age of ease,

haul comrades broke oowe from thie degenerate 
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multitude which had a name to live, but was dead, and 
worshiped him in the beauty of holiness though perse- 
cuted by the dominant papal power. To find true piety 
in that age we must go among those who had their | 
Bibles hid in caves to protect them from-the destroying 
angel (?) of the Roman pontiff, and wandered about in 
eecluded places in rage, bringing their Bibles from their | 
hiding places when they thought no deputy near at 
hand. Though persecuted, they were not forsaken. 
Persecuted Cbristians have always believed themselves 
the objects of divine favor, and have rejoiced in 
that they believed they were suffering with Christ. 

Among the mountain retreats of Europe may still be 
found the persecuted but pious Waldenses, whose his-. 
tory of devotion almost forms a parallel to the history 
of Rome’s greatest degeneracy. Many of the pereecu- 
tions eustained by thie band of Christians are hidden 
in the general darkn: s3 and oblivion of the Dark Ages. 
But bere persecation produced piety. 

Tbe early history of the Reformation is character- 
ized by the same persecution and the same piety. The 
followers of Luther, of Calvin, of Zwingli, were de- 
voted; but their piety made them powerful. When 
persecuted, they were like the scattered disciples when 
the great persecution arose in the time of the devout 
Sitephen—they went into all countries preaching the 
word. 

But “history repeats itself,” and when in rome:coun- 
tries Protestantism gained the aseendency Zion was at 
ease, and Protestantism persecuted its former persecu- 
tor. and all refractory elements. The weepoas of per- 
secution, however, are boomerangs; they invariably 
return upon the heads of those who employ them; and 
in many places,as in Eogland, the balance of power 
oscillated between the contending factions. If Henry 
the E:ghth and Edward the Sixth did introduce 
the Reformation principles as the principles of the 
state, and establish the Oburch of England, it became 
an intolerant power. The usual results followed. The 
persecuted cause grew as all persecuted causes grow 
when they are brought by their distresses to a state of 
genuire piety. Mary re-established the papal power. 
The fires of Smithfield, the martyrdom of Hooper, Lat- 
imer, Ridley, and Cranmer, and of three hundred 
others, though done with the design of the more firmly 
establishing the papal power, only paved the way for 
the re-establishing of Protestantism in the reign of 
Mary’s successor, Elizabeth, 


With popery largely banished from the realm, it only 
remained for the new church to grow in power. Thie 
it rapidly did. Tae Anglican Church became an opu- 
lent institution inseparable from the state. Here no- 
tice the results once more: True piety suffered a won 
derful declension. Largs and imposing ceremonials 
and rituals took its place. Men b came ecclesiastics to 
possess themselves of dignities aod bene fires, or to pos- 
séss the honors attendant upon bishoprics, deaneries, 
archdeaconeries, etc, The established church was to 
England and her dependencies little legs than popery 
had formerly keen to the world—a despotic hierarchy. 
The prelacy of Eaglaad was nearly as bad as the papacy 
ot Rome. 

But, from amid the languid bigh churchmen came 
another pious sect to meet with persecation, to be 
scorned as no. other sect ever was, and finally to seek 
religious freedom on the rock-bound coasts of New 
Eogland. While the Puritans in distant America were 
successfully attempting the colonization of savage for- 
ests, Paritans at home were passing through every pos. 
sible rough viciasitude—their manners the derision o! 
prelates and laity, their dress and language the scorn of 
all; still all had to acknowledge them pure in life aud 
unimpeachable in Christian virtue, We. might think 
from their eccentricities that they would never attain 
to proniinence, much less to superiority in power in 
the state.” Bat this they did. Ordmwell was exalted 
to the highest office in the realm, while the House of 
Commons—at that time a body of R undheads—did 
the legislating for the government, The king was be- 
headed; Episcopacy, suffered; the book of common 
prayer, was declared against, aad the most rigid Puritan 
laws were enacted; the established church was perse- 
cuted to the bitter end. But Parijanism ceased to be 
characterized by its original piety, and religious lap- 
sas settled in hearts: formérly aglow with holy enthu- 

im, 


. A’change came, Charles the S30ond was recalled, and |

BIBLE DOCTRINE OF RESURRECTION—NO. 1. 
Much interest seems to be taken at the present time 
in the doctrine of the resurrection, and there is a man- 
ifest tendency to discuss the supposed physical difficul- 
ties involved, rather than the Bible teaching in Fegard 
to it. It would be well to know just what the Bible dces 
teach, and I am satisfied that if this can be determined, 
it will be found that there is nothing unreasonable about 
it, and that there is perfect harmony between the teach- 
ings cf inspiration and true ecience. The idea that 
scientific truth demonstrates that the Bible doctrine 
of the resurrection is a physical impossibility is cer- 
tainly erroneous, as will be shown ia the series of ar- 
ticles on the rubject, of which this is the firat. " 
Christ's principal teaching on the resurrection is to 
be found recorded in Matt. 22:' 25-33, Mark 12: 18-27, 
and Luke 20: 27-38. These passeges ia the three ; 0:- 
pels are rélations of the same incident and teachings, 
and differ very sligbtly from each other.

Brothers and Sisters : 


Never, with more diffidence than at the present, have 
I ever attempted to perform such a duty as is before 
me. The Jonger I live the more I etudy the nature 
aud necessities of man, either as an individual or as 
# race; and the more I behold and comprehend Jesus, 
the Christ of God, the more I am made to realize the 
greatness Of both the necessity and the supply. To 
address my brethren, and give them advice and instruc- 
tion upon. these vast themes, appears more of a task 
than when I saw them not as fully as Ido now. And 
lam year by year made to know that myself and my 
brethren, even the wisest and most perfect, only see 
through a glass darkly. 8 ill, as dark as is our vision, 
we are permitted to have very good views of some 
things—some more clearly in one direction, and some 
in snother—and hence it requires our united wisdom and 
powers of underatanding to perform the needful work 
assigned us, 

We should, however, be sufficiently grown in this age 
of the world not to attempt to hinder another by 
coercion in any work he feels it his duty todo, Let 
him utter and teach what appears to him as truth. It 
can be known whether it is true or false—gold or alloy 
—only by putting it into the crucible of investigation. 
Besides, we can hardly do a greater injary to a sincere 
seeker after truth than todeny him en utterance of his 
convictions. For then, if in an error, he is shut 
off from the best opportunity of being corrected; and 
if right, of being established, rooted, and grounded in 
the truth. ; 

Feeling the force of this thought,and believing that my 
brethren will regard it, and will thus try what I may say, 
I will present some thoughts upon what Paul wroté to 
Timothy in his second epistle to him, second chapter 
aod fifteenth verse, “S:udy to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” And as expressive of 
what I wish to say, I will also qaote from the same apos- 
tle the following words written in his first epistle to 
Timothy, sixth chapter and third verse, “The words o! 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and the doctrine which is accord 
ing to godliness,” — 

That wonderfully gifted man and servant of the Lord 
Jesus, known to the church as Paul the apostle to the 
Gentiles, felt the need of study; or, as in the revised 
version, to “give diligence,” as a preparation to teach 
the word of truth so as to be approved of God and be 
auccessful. The young Timothys and Tituses of that 
age had not the privileges of a ciassical course and a 
biblical scbool. Nor are they within the reach of all 
young ministers of even this, favored age. Bat none 
can possibly be fitted for the work of teaching the gcs 
pel without study. It isan intelligent work upon in- 
telligent minds and hearts, and can not be carried on by 
the mere powers of instinct working upon instinct. 
Neither can the necessary study be gained in a college 
and a biblical echool. 

No institution of learning can make a Bismark, a 
Gladstone, a Washington, a Lincoln, or a Garfield. No 
biblical school can produce a Peter, or Paul, or John; 
nor a Luther, a Wesley, a Badger, or a Kinkade. Study, 
more than can be gained-in any institution, must make 
such men for all departments of human labor. 

I would not undervalue institutions of learning. No, 
no. On the contrary, I greatly rejsice in them when 
properly conducted. When they train the mind and 
heart to become impressible to trath, and their students 
to think and investigate, to plan and execute, their value 
is inestimable. Should they attempt much more—to 
manufacture thoughts, knowledge, plans, and schemes, 
to be eaten or absorbed by their students—they are an 
injury instead of a good. None butan ab.olute infant 
neds f20d prepared for it and given to itfrom a maternal 

breast, and all such can be best fed at home. 

Institutions of learning are especially beneficial to 
those of an average or less than an average capacity (if 
conducted wisely), because such have the more need of 
incentives to thought application. Bat some of the 
most learned and men have never enj>yed the 


privilege of being a student in college halle; and it is a 
question on which minds may reasonably differ 
whether if they had they would have done more.

May we know that no echool, nor all schools, can 
manufacture study for us. Each one of us must, 
in ‘a large sense, trust in his resources. We, individu- 
ally, and collectively also, must study—think, inquire, 
investigate, plan, and execute, in regard to our mission, 
to our duty, to our own culture and growth, to the 
growth of the church, and all euch like questions. The 
people who do these things always have giants among 
them, and are always on the high road tosuccess, And if 
Jesus and his righteousness is their objective point, they 
have embraced and are working out his salvation. 

Bat what shall we study? “The word of truth.” “The 
words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the doctrine which 
is according to godliness.” This embraces the whole of 
Christian duty. We may divide it and present it under 
two heads—the word of truth, and the dcctrine which 


|. is aecording to yodliness. I think you will better under- 


stand me if I word it thue: First, Jesus the truth; and, 
second, Jesus the life. . 

That it is all embraced in Jesus Christ our Lord, I 
think we bave Scripture warrant. It is recorded that 
at Athens Paul preached Jesus and the resurrection, 
and some said, “He seemeth to be asetter forth of strange 
gods.” I gather from this that the apostle’s whole theme 
there was Jesus the Christ, and that he especially dwelt 
upon bis resurrection as an assurance of a future life, 
and that he so spoke of his wisdom, power, and future 
glory that many of the Athenians understood his por- 
trayal of him as that of a god. And itis not a marvel that 
they did so. 

To the Corinthians Paul wrote that when he was with 
them he was determined to know nothing among them 
save Jesus Christ and him crucified. There aleo his 
whole theme was Jesus the Obrist of ‘God. But there 
he portrayed his love, which was so astonishing that he 
submitted to death, even the death of the cross, rather 
than to.call upon twelve legions of angels and de- 
stroy his cruel murderers. And he died praying for 
them, saying, “Father, forgive them, they know not 
what they do.” 

Athens was a city of philosophers whom Socrates had 
set to studying on the then disputed theory of a future 
existence. Paul would preach that there as a doctrine 
appropriate tothem, But he would have them know 
Jesus who brought immortality to light by his own res- 
urrection—that heis in truth the resurrection. I have no 
doubt but that he preached to them that it was this 
same Jesus who made known to their philoscpher, 
Socrates, that there is a future life,and that it was he 
who gave him such wisdom and faith that he could with 
composure drink of the poisonhemlock, I think this 
b3cauee he bas left it oa record that the Greeks ecek after 
wisdom, and that he preached to them Ohrist the wis- 
dom of Ged. 

Bat Oorinth was a city of wealth, pride, lust, and self- 
ishness. There he preached Jesus Christ and him cruci- 
fied. The same Jesur; but to make the gcspel applicable 
to them, it must be Christ the love of God. 

When contemplating a visit to Rome, where glory- 
ing in dominion, authority, and power prevailed, he 
wrote tothe brethren of thatcity that Le was notashamed 
of the gospel of Obrist, for it isthe power of God untosal- 
vation. I have not the least doubt that when afterward, 
while a prisoner there, his gospel to them was Christ 
the power of God—that thissame Jesus is authority, is 
prevection, is all-power in heaven and on earth, In 
thus presenting the Obrist he had the authority of his 


Lord’s example. | 


the life,” arid straitway proved bis words true by calling 
their dead brother to life and presenticg him to them, 
When foretelling to his disciples that he should leave 
them by death, and spoke of it as going to the Father, 

said, “Whither I go ye know, and the way ye know.” 
Thomas, not comprehending his meaning, said, “Lord, 
we know not whither thou goest, and how can we know 
the way?’

the Father, and it sufficeth us.” Tohim he said, “Have I 
been so longa time with you and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? He that hath seen me, hath seen 
the Father.” ; 

Brethren, can we grasp that truth? Can we compre- 
hend that in him all fulinces dwells? And that such is 
his grace unto his disciples that they msy know him, 
and knowing bim they shall know the great God is his 
Father and our Father? May we! e ieve that in him isall 
truth—all the truth that there isin heaven and in earth ? 
And that such is his grace to men, even to us, my 
brethren, that we know bistruth? That be has so crea- 
ted, ordéred, and arranged all thinge; has so prepared 
them, and is still so preparing them, that each may be a 
lesgon to u:; and that if weatudy them, itis his good pleas- 
ure to open and deliver to us the truth of his that each 
contains? That he has so created us, and so ordered 
both time and eternity, that we may ever study and 
grow in grace and the knowledge of him? 

Brethren, let us try to grasp this great truth by 
faith, and then diligently study and go on unto per- 
fection. 

But, second: He is the life. 

“As tte Father bath life in himself, so hath he given to 
the Son to have life in himself.” He is “the bread of 
life;” the “water of lifes” “the resurrection and the life;” 
in bim ie that “life” that“is the light”—the quickener and 
inspirer “of men;” he came “that they may have life,” to 
give “everlasting life,” 


Brethren, our Lord is by the grace of God the Father, 


tke author and bestower of all life, All things that live 
live by him. His wisdom, power, and love gave 
them the life they have, His grace within them they 
live. Withdrawn from them they die. He gives toall 
a law of life, and his wisdom and love is so glorious that 
his law to each is perfectly adapted to it, whether it be 
the lowest and most finite, or the angelic and most heay- 
enly, 

This Christ once came to earth and took on him our 
nature, of the seed of Abraham, that we might more 
fally know his own most glorious life and impart it to 
us—that we. might be partakers of him—of his lile—and 
thus know him in life as well asin truth. In this par- 
ticular, too, if we know him we shall know the Father 
also, And knowing both him and the Father, we shall 
have everlasting life. For “this is life eternal that they 
might know thee the only true God and Jesus Christ whom 
thou hast sent.” 

Brethren, if I have correctly studied Jesus, if in any 
good degree I bave been taught of him and know him, 
that most glorious life of his own, which he came to give, 
or to impart to men, is love, As I am taught of him, 
his birth and childhood, his preaching and life of 
care, his mighty works of tenderness and grace, his 
taking on himself the form of a servant, his suffer- 
ings and death, hie resurrection and ascension, his

ter, could have spoken words more like his perfect self. 
But I know him but very imperfectly. Iam often made 
to say, Oa, that I knew him and the power of his res- 
urrection into his most glorious life, and the fellowship 
of his sufferings, and were made conformable to bis 
death! Bat I have not yet attained, neither already 
made perfect, But lam reaching forward. Imperfect? 
Yes, What even I do kaowof him [ can not fully 
express, I can say trath, life, joy, peace, sweet trust 
and faith, glory revealed within; bat these are faint 
words, 


* Bat thanks be to God, I can study and think of him, 


For a few months past I have looked earnestly upon 
him, have sought bis grace of truth and life. And, 
brethren, through my tears I havemore clearly seen him 
and know more of him than I once enjxyed. He isan 
uofolding Christ. 

We must study to Know bim if we would bo ap- 
proved of Gad, if we would know the doctrine which 
is according to godliness; if we would be enabled to 
rightly divide the word and give gach a portion in due 
season. 

And, first, we must study him within ourselves. 
Paul instructed Timothy that “the husbandman that ls- 
boreth must be first partaker of the fruits.’ He who 
has not Jesus, the truth and the life, within himeelf will 
be but a poor teasher indeed. Better place an igno- 
ramus in the school-room, a clown at the head of so- 
ciety, or a demagogue in the presidential chair, than an 
uoregenerate person in the pulpit. Words and well- 
formed ideas, clothed in well-ordered and poliehed lan- 
,uage, are but weak things in preaching, unattended 
with the Onrist from within the soul. pn illiterate, 
b‘oken-spoken mother can do more in training a child 
in love and virtue than any cold-hearted philosopher, 
however great his knowledge or fluency of speech. An 
incr sasing, unfolding Obrist within us is the moat inter- 
esting and inatructive book on Jesus, the sent of God, 
that we can study. Beside, he in us, is the lion of the 
tribe of Judah who will loosen the scale and open for us 
every other book. 

Then study him in his word—the Bible, Not with 
any creed, ancient or modern, written or unwritten, to 
interpret that word. If you do you will not know him. 
As well take a rush light to examine the sun or a house- 
fly to explain to your mind the mission of angela. But 
tike the Obrist of love, of joy and hope, of truth and life 
Within you, and with him as your interpreter, stady its 
glowing words and you will know. You will be taught 
ho to reprove, bow to correct, and how to instruct in 
righteousness, You will become well established in 
doctrine, the doctrine which is according to godliness, 
and in an assurance of a present and eternal salvation 
through Jeaus Christ, You can be thoroughly furnished 
unto every good work. Then, with this same Jesus 
Within you to unlooee the seals, study him in nature, in 
history, in. acience, in art, in literature, in philosophy; in 
everything, and everywhere. 

Study him especially in bis church. Learn what he 
Would teach concerning the truth and li‘e in her while 
under the apostles, under the fathers, under the papacy; 
what in the Protestant portion—in its rise and in its 
divisions and subdivisions; and what in that portion 
of ber known only as Christians, Study to know what 
teaching and acts of hers he approved and bleased, and 
what he reproved and made a curee. Study to know 
her present power and weakness, and in what partica 
lars his truth and life must still more abound in her, 
that present dangers to human progress and pure civil 
governments may be avoided, and that she herself may 
800n unto perfection. 

Let each of us study him in the church under our 
Own immediate care and infiaence, that her needs may 

known and supplied and her dangers seen and 
Avoided; that the whole as a body, and each individual 


But he is a poor farmer that does unly these, There 
should be special work planned and carried on con- 
tinually, else a church may dwindle away and die, 
though she has regular meetings and a Sunday-school. 
True, she can not live without these; neither can she 
live without something else. At times a church house 
should be built or repaired, a parsonsge built or pur- 
chased, religious and other healthy literature introduced 
into the community, At other times plans should be 
laid and carried ont to hold a ‘picnic or other social 
gathering, to observe Children’s Day, and so planned 
and executed as to interest the community generally 
and to strengthen the caurch and Sunday-echool. At 
times the instructions given by the united wisdom of 
the conference, the state association, or the general con- 
vention, and embodied in a resolution, should be con- 
sidered and acted upon. At times a revival effort 
should be earnestly made and its fruits gathered into 
the church, 

Then, again, as there are great evils in cociety, in 
commerce, in the state, and in the nation, these should 
receive their due portion of attention and trath. And 
there also will be times, as there ever bave been, when 
our Lord will agitate the whole people of a large sec- 
tion, or the nation, like a troubled sea; and then should 
we give great diligence to possess courage and wisdom 
and prudence, and labor earnestly with him in over- 
throwing the evil and in establishing righteousness in 
its stead. 

‘But I éan not mention dill.” “Bretliren, it is a great 
work, an unfolding work, a work having perfection for 
its ultimatum—perfection of being, perfection of spirit 
and life; and it requires of us great study, great single- 
ness and trueness of heart and purpose, great activity 
and courage; in short, it requires the great Christ of 
God within us as the truth and the life. May the por- 
tion allotted to each one of us be done by us, and so 
done that the Master will say, “Well done; enter thou 
into my joy.”

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LIFE vs ae sear eReaCt A 

In most of life’s experiences men’s attainments fall 
very far below their ideals, but in religion the order is 
reversed if the creeds be considered as the ideal. It is 
not at all unusual to find men who are far betier than 
-their creeds. The creeds of the R manist and the 
Anglican teach that none are saved but those who are 
inducted into “the church” through the proper admin- 
istration cf the holy sacraments, But they know bet- 
ter. The Oalvinist teaches that only the elect are saved, 
and that they were chosen from all eternity, and that 
no act on the part of men can have any inflyence 
towards increasing or decreasing the number to be 
saved or to be lost. Bat they know better and they act 
better, 

The Baptists teach that they are the one church of 
Jesus Christ, and that no one belongs to the church of 
Christ save those who are immersed by a Baptist 
p’eacher into membership in the Baptist Caurcb; but 
they know better, and in their intercourse with other 
Christians they act better. The Arminian “Evangel- 
ical” sects teach that salvation is to be attained by be 
lieving that God gave to man a law that he was not able 
to obey; that man fell and became totally depraved, eo 
that he is able to do no deed that is well-pleasing to 
God; that God sent his Son into the world, who kept 
the law perfectly in our stead, and shed his blood asa 
satisfaction to the claims of divine justice, so that ali 
who believe this doctrine of depravity and satisfaction 
to law will be saved; all who do not eo understand end 
80 believe must be lost; but they know better, and they 
are beginning to act better. © 

* The disciples of Alexander Oampbell teach that im- 
mersion after faith and repentance is essential to the 
remission of sins, and hence all who are not so im- 
merzed are living in their sins and in disobedience to 
God; but they know better, and they will not for a mo- 
ment contend for the logic of their own creed. They 
will of course contend that their creed is “according to 
the goepel,” but they will not insist that it is according 
to the facts in experience. Has not the time come 
when men should be ashamed of such nonsense? 
Every intelligent man who lives in the light of the 
spirit and teachings of Jeaua realizss in his own con- 
science the infinite narrowness and absurdity cf all 
such teaching. 
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THE KINGDOM OF HEAVEN. . 

We can speak of spiritusl truth and deecribe spiritual 
conditions only by likening them to material things 
and earthly experiences. Often men lose sight of a 
great spiritual truth by expecting it to be a literal.re- 
production of the figure under which it is represented. 
Thus, when it was announced that a king «f Israel was 
borp, Herod was in trouble. He thought only of a 
rival for hig throne. When Jesus preached the king- 
dom of heaven the mother of two of bis disciples beg=n 
to Icok out for positions for her sons, and he was 
finally arrested, tried, and convicted on a charge of 
attempting to rival Coar,and crucified as “King of 
the Jews.” 

Many of his later disciples have made little better out 
at comprehending him then those who waited on the 
beginnings of hts ministry with love and faith or with 
envy and murderous hostility. To the Romanist, the 
Greek, the Episcopalian, and many others, the kingdom 
of heaven is the “church,” the corporation, descended 
from the apostler, and over which their priests and 
bishops are the authorized administrators. To many 
Protestants the kingdom <{ heaven is the fioal glory of 
the saints in the future state; to others it is the mil- 
lennial reign of Christ on earth. 

There is something ¢f truth in each of these concep- 
tions cf the kingdom of heaven; and yet in the form 
in which that truth is held each is as far from the 
reality as was the theory of Herod at the birth of Jesus, 
or that of Pilate at his crucifixion. 

The funding of a kingdom carries with it the idea 
of a sovereign, with authority, territory, and subjects; 
but whoever attempts to put the new wine of the king: 
dom of heaven as preached by Jesus into any such old 
gcatskin formula as king, law, territory, and subjecte, 
will find himself not less mistaken than were Herod 
and Pilate, and the mother «f{ Jamesand John. | 

Jesus is King, and King of kings; he is Sovereign of 
sovereigns ; but his throne is the affections of those that 
love him and trust him. He reigns over-the con- 


| science and is sovereign Over the will of the children of 
faith. Hence the kingdom of heiven,in the most 
general sense in which that phrase ia'used in Soript- 
ure, is the reign of spiritual goodness in the faith and 
consciousness of the individual soul, It is the domin- 
ion and authority of the heavenly forces and influences 
over the hearts of men. 

This is the kingdom which Christ is seeking to set 
up, and this ie the kingdom which he has set up in the 
affections and conesiences of a!l those who liva by the 
law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus. 

The doctrine which argues that the kingdom was set 
up on the day of Pentecost, and not till then, and that 
directions for becoming disciples of Jeaus-given prior 
to that day are not good authority after that time, is 
too absurd to deserve serious consideration. It was in- 
vented for the parpose of supp'ying a missing link in a 
dogmatic chain, neither end of which is fastened to any 
anchorage within the vale of truth. 

It is true that Jesus taught his disciples to pray, “Thy 
kingdom come,” and it is also true that he taught them 
to pray, ‘Tby will be done,” and these are but two

-| forms of expressing the same thought. The fact that 


he taught them to pray for daily bread is no evidence 
that daily bread was a blessing to be looked for in the 
future but not a thing of the present. 

Men have usually manifested much more concern 
over methods of getting into the kingdom than they 
have shown over giving place to the kingdom in them. 
Let all men remember that 


“ If in you no kingdom of heaven is, 
Then for you no kiagdom of heaven is at all.”

“A LETTER TO A BROTHER IN THE MINISTRY.” 


Bre, Coan,—Your letter in the Heratp of Jane 7:h, 
page 360, was very encouraging tome. The subject is 
one of vital importance—none demanding more thought 
and earnest inquiry than the one before us. When we 
consider that the ministry is of divine appointment, 
algo that those upon whom the manile falls are chosen 
of God, we should not treat it lightly, nor in the face of 
opposition conclade to lay down the armor. 

I, too, with this good brother, have been in Doubting 
Castle, not knowing which way to turn. After a min- 
istry of nine years, with the multiplicity of duties 
aad responsibilities secular-and: spiritual, I found my 
health giving way. In order to recuperate wasted en- 
ergies and restup for future work, I concluded to leave 
the ministry in its regular duties and engage in some 
secular pursuit. I had no difficulty in securing such a 
position at a ressonable compensation. I set out with 
all seemingly bright in the new relation, feeling that 
now the weight of responsibility would not be upon me. 
For a time all did move very weli, and I began to con- 
clude that it was the best thing for m3. 

But for the satisfaction of the gocd brother I would 
aay that things did not remain so. I found that there 
was still upon me the weight of responsibility in the 
relations I now hold in life, Iadeed, there is no spot 
or place where we can free ourselves from it in this 
state of probation, nor would I seek to do so, for it ia 
this that makes life so snblime and will the better fit us 


| for the other state of existence. 


My feelings and experience in my ministerial life 
may not be like other of my brethren. I can not gay, 
as an evidence, that God had called me to such work, 
that I had no prosperity in other callings. While my 
prosperity has not been great, yet it bas been enough to 
demonstrate that I can be successful in secular affairs 
ag well as in epiritual; My idea of success in any call 
ing depends largely upon the smount of earnest work 
given it. I have been as yet uoable to learn of any 
royal way to it, buton the contrary step by step, inch 
by inch, constant application brings to the earnest seek- 
er the desired result. pe 

My feelings in regard to this subject are, and ever 
have been from early boyhood—and at this time in life 
the sense of duty is greater—that I must do this work; 
if not willing’y, it must be against my will. Not but 
what I believe that man may quench such impressions 


by continued refusal; this he does at the hazard ol |: 
: his own soul. In. the face of all that presents itse f to 


me upon the sut jzct my opinion is that it is better for- 
any who have such convictions, and more, alter some 
procf trom the all-loving Father in adding to their min- 
istry many souls, to yield to such conviction! and will- 
ingly set about the great work assigned. There is 


‘nothing to be sought after more than peace of con- 


science, Ged has given it toaccuse as well as to ap- 
probate, and it is well for us that this is a0. 


Bat after all, what is a little property, a large salary 








from some secular pursuit, esteem from men, honors of 


the world, to peace with God, with conscience, and a 
sense of heving done the very work appointed us of 
God? It seems to me, snd I speak now of what I have 
in the past few months experienced, that it is nothing, 
It is very true that there are’ many things to discenr- 
age him ia bis work. Opposition from the world, from 
brethren, falsely so called; sometimes a dependent 
family looking to him for a support, and not the means 
at his command to meet the call. These are some cf 
the things that try a man, and at such time, especially 
if he is not of strong resolution, determined to fight it 
out, trusting in God, his mind will revert to something 
of a secular character to meet euch call. Bat blessed 
is the promise,‘ L>, Iam with you alway.” H we were 
to go to any and all who have been called and commis- 
sioned of God: for a confirmation of the promise, it 
would come voluntarily and heartily. “Tbe Lord is not 
slack corcerning his promieee,” but gracious'y meets

When Mr. Sumner was in Paris he expressed a de- 
sire to converse with this celebrated French leader. 
His friend, Labculaye, arranged the interview, and the 
day a'ter it took place be asked Mr. Sumner to give his 
impression of the man, Ia reply he said, “I found bim 
au amiable and intelligent man who appeared to be an- 
imated by the best intentions, but it seemed to me that 
the polit‘cal education of Mr. Gambetta was very in- 
complete, and that he had much to learn before he 
sbould be fit to govern such a country as France, I 
said te him on departing, I am not French; I am not 
well enough acq tainted with your people-to say what 
line of policy suits them, but you wish to found a re- 
public w:thout religion. In America we should consider 
such an attempt chimerical and doomed to certain dis- 
aster.” 

It is well to place on record this far-seeing and faith- 
ful testimony of the Massachusetts statesman. Ameri- 
cans who do not forget the debt of gratitude we owe to 
France for her aid in our revolutionary struggles can 
not feel otherwise than a deep solicitude for the future 
of the French Republic, and see with regret her pres- 
ent line of conquests in Africa, Madagascar, and Ton- 
quin, wasting strength and resources that might better 
be held in reserve fur home defense when the hour of 
trialcomes.

Think 
of the many families whose fathera and brothers are 
alain or wounded by the operation of cruel war! If 
this view cf it could be brought home to rulers and 
those in authority, 1t would seem as though they would 
pause and seek some better means to settle national 
differencer.

glory... Che audience which had gathered to honor the 
great preacher was representative of the best element 
of the community. There were not present, however, 
many distinguished public men, although a great many 
lettera:-were received, some of which were read. The 
hall was profusely draped with bunting and decked 
with flowers, and for more than two hours its air rang 
with eulogy; music,and overwhelming applause. The 
Academy could not hold all who wished to testify by 
their presence their respect for Mr. Beecher. The out- 
side crowd almost blocked the street. 

These were not forgotten, however, by the septua- 
genarian, who appeared at the door just as the exerciees 
were beginning and addressed his out-of-door admirers. 
He thanked them for their “unprovoked, uncoaxed, and 
free demonstration,” which was worth more to him, he 
declared, than the degree of ny college, the diploma of 
any scientific association, or any such order of honor. 
He knew of but one reason for this greeting—that he 
had always been a lover of men; that he had begun bis 
life among men who had their fortunes tomake; and 
that he had lived in Brooklyn so long that his face was 
probably known to every resident. He made a pass- 
ing allusion to the troubles he had seen, saying that he 
had learned to have courage enough to laugh when men 
wrongly abused him. “It doesn’t hurt a new drum to 
be beaten,” he said, “and it doesn’t hurt a man to be 
beaten when he knows he is a man and is right.” The 
crowd in the street loudly cheered Mr. Beecher as the 
closing door shut from theirsight his round, ruddy face, 
framed in white locke, which fell upon bis black coated 
shoulders, ' 

Meantime, inside the hall, Dr. Charles H. Hall, the 
presiding cfficer, had called the gathering to.order, 
Rev. Dr. J. O. Peck had offered prayer, and when Mr. 
Beecher returned Rev. Dr. Edward P. Ingersoll was 
reading some of the letters and telegrams which have 
weighed the preacher’s mail. Among them were let- 
ters from Wendell Phillips, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
ex-President Hayes, Frederick Douglass, General Sher- 
man, John G. Whittier, George William Curtis, Mark 
T wain, and other equally distinguished people through- 
out the country. 

Rev. George E, Read read a resolution, whose formal 
phrases were running over with warm words of praise 
for Mr. Beecher, Everybody in the hall rose to their 
feet with a shout for its adoption. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas Armitage, Rev. Robert Collyer, 
Rev. Dr. Justin D. Fulton, and John Barry, Parnellite 
member from County Wexford, were the speakers. Dr. 
Armitage said of Mr, Beecher that, inspired by a love 
for humanity, which was the basis of his theology, and 
endowed with unusual gifts of body and soul, he had 
put his hand in the one made tender by the cross, and 
after that had been able to feel the pulse of humanity 
thrill through every hand, however callous or grimy, 
that he clasped. He owed much, however, to the age 
in which he had lived. Sach a seventy years for the 
attrition of ideas, assertion of freedom and triumph of 
right, had mever been. seen. Near the close of his ad- 
dress Dr. Armitage told how Beecher had gone to Lin- 
coln, in the days when all seemed dark and gloomy, 
with words of cheer. “Others gave the President 
stones, but Beecher gave. him bread, a loaf of home- 
made, brown bread from Uncle Tom's Cabin.” ‘This 
allusion brought the audience to ite feet with the wild- 
est cheers, while Harriet Beecher Stowe, who eat in a 
box, hid her face behind its curtain. 

Robert Collyer spoke warmly of Beecher’s services 
to the Northern cause in 1868, by his epeaking in Ea- 
gland. Dr.-OCollyer said: 

“I see that Mr. Beecher is put upon the programme as 
the last speaker. J am glad of it, because if I should eay 
all that was in my'heart I should not get through till 12 
o'clock, and I know you want to hcar him. (Laaghter.] I 
can’t manifest any pleasure at the fact that he is 70 and I 
am not quite 60, because you might imagine that I wanted 
him to be hustled to heaven [laughter], so that with the 
big gun out of thé way, the smaller artillery would be 
_ beard. We want him to stay with us, just as we want to 


(Langhter.] He loves apple pie and milk; he loves to lieun 
der apple trees and go to sleep, and I love him for all this. 
England twenty years ago was like a barrel of beer; the 
top was froth, the bottom dregs, but the body was sound 
and clear, Ia 1862-63 the barrel got sbaken up so that the 
froth came ont of the bung-hole, There was darkness 
then all over Europe, and eepecially in Engiand, and many 
thought that you would not be able to abolish slavery. 
But there was agreat man who arose to cheer the people. 
I'm a Calvinist in this—I balieve that man was ‘elected, 
predestinated, called, and now he is glorified. That man 
{referring by gesture to Mr, Beecher] sits in that chair. 
[Applause] The Eoglish love a man who can beat them 
ina fair fight. Mr, Beecher could knock a man down and 
then pick him up and Jove him all thesame, Th=t's what 
he did to England in 1863,” 


Rev. Dr. Fulton surpassed all eulogy by pronouncing 
Bzecher “the greatest man the world had ever seen— 
greater than Soorater, than Plato, than Bolingbroke, 
than Gladstone, because of bis Christian character.” 

Mayor Low, whose introduction was greeted with 
long continued applause, madé ao address of sensible 
congratulations, seasoned with dashes of happy bumor. 

Toe Hon. Mr. Barry declared that the name of 
Beecher was known and loved throughout Ireland. 

Rabbi Gotthold, of the Brooklyn Broadway Temple, 
presented Mr. Beecher, on behalf of the Hebrews of 
the city, with a silver pitcher. 

Through all this hurricane of eulogy, Mr. Beecher 
sat quietly, sometimes with bowed head, sometimes 
with upturned face, beaming apparently with periect 
happiness. Several allusions to his wife, which were 
heartily applauded, brought tears to hia eyes. : 

When the time came for him to respond the audience 
rose by a common impulse, As he advanced to the 
front of the platform ladies wayed their handkerchiefs 
frantically and men cheered till they were hoarse. The 
gteeting was long continued, and exhausted itself. finally 
in three air-rending cheers. When Mr, B:echer could 
speak, he said: 


“If I could believe one tenth of what has been said here 
to night, or if you could believe one tenth of it, this would 
be the birthday of a fool, celebrated by fools. As to the 
question number two that has been propounded, whether 
my father had married the girl he didn’t marry, I should 
be I, I have only this to say, that in spite cf my father, and 
in spite of Jane, whoever she was, by the grace cf God I 
am what I am. 

“It is not considered courteous for a speaker at this late 
day to forsake the topic of the evening and of the meeting; 
yet I must doit. [Laughter | 

“IT don’t know how aman could possibly make a good 
address, or a good sermon, with sush a text [ianghter] and 
yet a man may see what Gad has been doing in the seventy 
years of which he has been an observer. I can understand 
how Moses, on the top of the mountain, might have looked 
not alone over it into the promised land, but far back 
through field, forest, and desert, to the mountain passes, 
and seen the past as well as the future. When I look back 
seventy years ‘t seems to me that there was nothing done 
in America then, No railroads were built, except a few 
miles here and there. Gas was.almost unknown; There 
was no telegraph nor telephone, A letter cost 25 cents if 
it went beyond the bounds of your state. It took me'ten 
days, when I was 23 years old, togo from New York to 
Cincianati. I used to hear men discuss the question with 
a living interest whether they should live to see fresh oys 
ters brought from Baltimore to Cincinnati in the shell. 
(Laughter.] Almost everyone of the great questions in 
science have been developed since that time, and by and by 
there will be men developed who will be able to follow 
tclence and understand even evolution. [Laughter.] In 
these seventy years the electricity of God, moving among 
the nations, had obliged power to consult the multitude, 
and had changed Europe from an almost universal despot 
ism to an almost universal democracy. These years bad 
seen most of the workingmen of England clothed with that 

‘scepter, the ballot. pe 

“All the way from my childhood the world has been 
moving, and I have been moving with it simply as one of 
God’s passengers. No man is great in himself; He is 
giext ony by that open channel in him through which God 
cm speak, Whoever does anything worthy his time and 
nature, it is God that does it, My trust for the future is 
that God lives and reigns, and that the whole garth shall

things in this world to be loved. God, who helped me in 
dark days, will help mein these brighter ones. If I look 
at instruments, I should say that I owe more to my father 
and mother ihan to rnything else that I know of in this 
world, because they gtve mea bodily atrergth and bealth 
t! a labor does nct seem to grind nor wearout. The apring 
that turns the wheel is perennial, and I go on milling and 
milling and milling, not because it is my duty, but because 
I can’t help it. at is what I was made for, and that is 
the way I was made; and my father gave me asound stom- 
ach, though his own was very much disordered [laughter], 
and my mother gave me a serene epirit. I had his com- 
pany, counsel, instruction, and example; and an honester 
mao, 8 MOre generous nature, a more magnavimous soul, 
with as little envy and jeslousy in it as can be conceived of 
in an earthly man, never lived. [Applause] He seldom 
eanid anything to me; but he lived before me, and that was 
enovgh. . 

‘*My motherT have not the language to speak of. I know 
that she is born lergely of my imagination, but I inherited 
that from her. I know that she was bora very largely of 
my heart. Where did my heart come from? She gave me 
to the world that I might be a larger self of hers, to doin 
the world the work she would have done, but never had 
theopportunity. One thing I know, that she laid ber hard 
upon my head and dedicated me tothe work of missions, 
God had compassion on them, however, and therefore I 
never went to the work. [Laughter] She has been to me 
an ideal in the air, which has kept me from more sin than 
any other agent; has kept me from more degradation, more 
vulgarity, more narrowness and Meanness, more envy and 
jealousy, than any otherinfinence. She bas kept me free 
from these. I havenever envied a man in my life, I have 
never been jealous of a man in my life. There is not, as 
God knows my sou! to day, a man that lives on the face of 


i= earth whom I would not serve, even to unloose his 


sandals and wash his feet. [Applause.] Jt was the gospel 
of my father and of my mother that tanght me these 
things, or rather that gave these impulses to me without 
teaching, And now next to that has been the work of 
God. and his divine providence in this land and through- 
out all the world,” 

Mr. Beecher closed his address amid the plaudits of 
the entire audierce, which then quietly withdrew.—

oldeat of fifteen children, hers was a busy life. It may 
With trath be said, “She sought wool and flax, and work. 
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ed willingly with her hands.” Whilestill young her mind 
was especially quick, far-seeing, and self-reliant. At the 


, age Of sixteen she was a successful teacher, 


Mrs. Lason was self-forgetful, and possessed of that 
charity “which thioketh n> evil,” and her pupils still 
revere her memory. Her edacational advantages were 
in part acquired in Windsor and Ithica academies, As 
a teacher she was among the first and ablest, and woo 
the esteem and affection of all. Hername is loved. 

Mrs Lason left four children, three daughterg and a 
son; two having preceded her to that “beautiful land” 
where sorrow never euters, Those who remain will 
ever remember ber cheerful, self-sacrificing labors for 
their present and future welfare and success. And all 
who knew her will be often reminded of her heroic am- 
bition while struggling for a score of years to overcome 
that dreaded foe—failing health—and her brave, patient 
endurance when weary and wasted by disease. It can 
well be written, she waa one of the. best of mothers, 
and as a helpmeet to her husband unsurpassed. 

Mrs. Lason’s noble, self-denying efforts to assist the 
younger members of her own and her husband’s family 
to obtain better educational privileges will never fade 
from memory. 

She was also a valued worker as teacher in Sibbath- 
schools. Sire has left a large circle of warm friends. 
None could but admire her Christ like forgiveness, 
her spirit that quailed not at any difficulties, and 
ber indefatigable labors. To her acquaintances will 
come the vision of the f-ail, resolute woman ascending 
the stairs when ber hands must aid to accomplish it, and 
caring for her room when she must rest on her chair 
after every piece moved, 

A more heroic life it would be hard to find. It were 
well it should be endless, These words have ¢ peculiar 
fitness and beauty here—“She etretched: out her hand 
to the poor; she reached forth her hands to the needy; 
she was not afraid of the snow for her household; she 
Opened her mouth with wisdom; and in her tongue was 
the law of kindness.” ; 

Mrs. Lason‘had faith in prayer. Several times the 
meraige has come over hundreds of miles to the writer 
to unite with ber in prayer that some friends might 
take Christ as their gnide. And ther prayers were an-. 
awered. 

Her mother was with ber during the last months of 
her life, tenderly caring for her wants,and smoothing her 
pillow as she drew near the last change and entered into 
reat and p-ace. 

The real beauty of her work and influence is higher 
than we can write down. All along ber life can be 
seen love, humility, and faith emanating from ber body 
and mind as incense from flowers. Mrs. Lason will be 
greatly missed. Her noble, helpful life deserves to be 
commemorated more fally and by an abler pen then 
mine. “The visible heavens sympathized with Jesus.” 

Did they not with the departure of our friend in those 
last long days? We read that it is from souls more up- 
lifted than ours that comfort is given. _It will come to 
you all in the love of the Master.

She made all necessary arrangements for her funeral—requested 
the writer to preach, and selected the following text: “For I reck- 
on that the sufferiags of this present time are not worthy to becom- 
pared with the glory which shall be revealed in us.” Rom. & 18, 
The_funere] services were held June 15th, and our aged sister waa 
laid away to rest from her labors. JosiaH Knieut. 
HALEY—Mary Ann Haley, wife of John Smith Haley, of Tufton- 
boto, N. H., died in the Lord at her home June 7, 1883. She was 75 
yeais old the 18th day of last April, She has lefta husband and 
five children,—three sons and two daughters,—who have the best 
of reasons to ieel that they have parted with avery true friend.
